Identifying Wave. Lengths. 


The filling in of gaps in the series of 
‘wave lengths was reported in an impor- 
tant scientific paper by Dr. Ernest. Fox 
Nichols, Director of Pure Science at the. 
. Nela Research’ Laboratory, and Dr. T. 
“. Tear, making an almost unbroken 


search of wave lengths-from the wireless, 
waves, which have a length up to fifteen 
miles or more, down to.the X-rays whose 
lengths are to: be. described in fractions 
of -billionths of an inch and-down to the 
still shorter gamma rays of radium. 
Hitherto there: have been gaps or blank 
© representing unidentified wave 
lengths between © ultra-violet rays 
and the X-rays, between. the X-rays and 
‘the ‘gamma rays d between the ee 
wave length infra-red. or heat rays 
the electric waves used in 0. e 
discovery reported. by Dr. Nichols and 
Dr. Tear fills in the spectrum from the 
longest wireless waves to the ultra vio- 
let, while other work has recently been 
reported ng almost the last of 
the missing wave — in the gaps 
between the ultra-violet and the gamma, 


rays. 

While it has been generally supposed 
that. electric waves, light waves and 
heat waves differed only ‘In wave 
lengths, this was definitely proved, it 
was announced by Drs. Nichols and 
Tear, who had succeeded in. using’ two 
different types of electric wave receivers 
in the detection of long heat waves. Dr. 
Nichols is a well-known scientist, who 
was President of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology from March to 
November, -10921. e 

Another technical paper, said. to be 
highly important, was that of Dr. 
Jacques Loeb of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute, who denied tne prevailing view 
that the proteins of living bodies are 
colloids. is view on this subject was 
a by=product of lon researches on 
the subject. of why living heires all die, 
although .the .cells of which they are 
formed seemed to have the attributes 
of immortality.

“The Humanizing of Knowledge.” 


Many noted scientists talked at.a 
symposium on ‘‘the humanizing of 
knowledge ” which was arranged by Dr. 
D. T. MacDougal, Secretary of the asso- 
ciation, because of evidence that the 
scientist. and layman are getting further 
and further apart, the increasing com- 
plexity of science making it more and 
more difficult for the public to under- 
stand what it is all about, while the ex- 
treme specialization of many scientists 
cause thém to talk a different lan, 
from the common man. The agitation of 
William Jennings Bryan, preachers like 
Dr. Straton and other fundamental lead- 
ers inf the -meantime have endeavored 
to make it illegal to teach in many 
States the very kindergarten stages of 
— science, 

‘“‘ The sudden grotesque opposition,’” 
said Dr. Jamea Harvey Robinson, “ to 
modern scientific discoveries which are 
included under the term evolution has 
been so impressed on us that scientific 
men and others suddenly realized..that 
scientific discovery had pone on. with- 
out really -impressi effectively any 
great number of people in our country. 

‘* There has been a sort of smug con- 
viction that the ideas that some of us 
entertained were generally entertained, 
and we' were awakened from our present 
assurances by perceiving that.they were 
not only not entertained, but Inade 
no impression, whatsoever.’’ ;

Links Sun and Moon tp Earthquakes, 


The sun and moon are immediately re- 
sponsible for earthquakés, according’ to 
Dr. Sidney D. Townley, Secretary of 
the Seismological Society’ of America, 
who spoke on the cause, pf earthquakes 
before the geologists today. = 

The tidal effect of the sun atid moon 
on the lithosphere, or rocky crust of 
the earth, acts as a trigger, setting off 
the earthquakes. when masses of the 
earth’s crust are already in a. strained 
condition, according to Dr. Townley, 
who said that the researches of Dr. 
Leo A. Cotton or the Department of 
Geology, of the. University of New 
Zealand had conclusively shown the 
agency of the sun and moon in givi 
the final. wrenching to weak seams F 

faults of the earth’s crust, 


the so-called 
along which earthquakes. occur. 

The solid earth yields to some extent 
to the moon and sun, although this ef- 
fect is not so marked as in-the case 
of the oceans. Under this strain the 
ocean flows, while the solid and brittle 
earth’s crust yields to some extent and 
then finally breaks. e amount of 
yielding by the rigid earth, it was 
pointed out, was recently measured ex- 
actly by Dr. A. A. Michelson, the noted 
physicist. : 

Dr. Towntey said that. previous efforts 
to fix a responsibility on the sun and 
moon for earthquakes. had failed be- 
cause the tendency had been to try to 
assume that the heavenly bodies,caused 
earthquakes in the manner in which 
they caused ocean tides. 

He sahki that Dr. Cotton had: shown 
that the sun and moon produced earth- 
quakes, not when they stood over the 
fault line and produced the greater up- 
ward pull, ‘but when they were ran 
on opposite sides of the fault line and 
dragged one wall of the fault. away 
from the other with the maximum 
amount of force. The sun and moon, 
according to his theory, act only as trig- 
gers or fuses in determining the time 
when the explosion should take place. 
Contortions,.of the earth’s crust due to 
other_causes produce the strain, and the 
sun and moon come along to break it, 
according to this: theory. * 

Dr. Townley said that ‘two California 
scientists h invented. and would.socon 
announce a new and cheap type of seis- 
mograph which will greatly facilitate 
earthquake’ study. He /showed large 
maps. of California which have béen 
filled in with the principal known fault 
lines. These rifts occur in the land and 
on the ocean bottom. 

It was brought out during the discus- 
sion that the Federal. Government had 
two teams at work off the coast of Cali- 
fornia’ mapping ‘the bottom by sound 
ranging methods and attempting to de- 
tect. earthquake faults-in the ocean bed 
in-the same manner. Sound waves are 
reflected from the Bottom of the ocean, 
and the time and condition of the ‘waves, 
after they have been reflected back are 
analyzed and give’ a perfect map of the 
ocean bed: Ina -similar’ wa new 
methods have been put to use map 
earthquake fau on ‘land.. Dr.’ Batley 
Willis, who is now on his way to Chile 
to study the destructive eé quake 
there, recently map the famous San 
Andreas fault line, ori which the’ San 
Francisco earthquake of 1906. occurred, 
by photographs —— — an airplane.

this eguse, and third,- water is blue 
under some conditions Because it re- 
fiects the blue sky. <4

of a lake or ocean, as seen from the 
land, is caused chiefly by the sky, and 
ithe ote blue séen’ on the sea in the 
tropics is due to light scattering.” 


Intelligence Tests Criticised. 


Reliance on intelligence tests and 
similar schemes of fitting the man to the 
job was discussed critically by Profes- 
sor J. Crosby Chapman of Yale Univer- 
sity, who told the American Psycho- 
logical ssociation that a mass of 
‘* superfftially very thorough and care- 
ful work ’' was being done along this 
line, but that it was in the main quite 
futile. Speaking of the claims made for 
such -tests, he continued: 

“ Apparently many claims made by 
authors and more by business houses 
cannot be justified at the more exacting 
‘bar of statistical truth. 

** The general idea is so attractive and 
the results, if true, are so useful, that 
psychologists and school men have been 

ptivated by the simplicity of a defi- 
nite figure which promised to give such 
valuable information. with -regard to the 
pupil and the school. Provided suffi- 
ciently accurate differential instruments 
are. available, no ene doubts;that the 
procedure is most useful, but in the‘ab- 
sence of such ‘instruments | have been 
shocked by the rigid manner in which 
the differences in intelligence level -and 
school Jevel, resulting from single tests 
of-each, have been interpreted.’’

THE LEIPZIGER LECTURES. 

For- many years the course of free 
public lectures inaugurated in 1889 by 
Dr. Henry M. LgrpziczeR was known 
as the ‘* Leipziger Lectures.’’ This 
people’s university, as he used to 
call it, is an apt illustration of Emer- 
son’s definition of an ‘** institution ’’— 
that it is the ‘‘ lengthened shadow of 
a@ man.” It has extended now five 
years beyond his own life, with prom- 
ise of continued lengthening. In the 
first year, lectures were given in 
six centres, with a total attendance of 
22,149. At present the annual at- 
tendance is approximately 500,000 at 
eighty centres. . 

Dr. Lerpzrczer, himself a graduate 
of the old Free Academy that became 
the City College, was an early apostle 
of adult education. The system which 
he developed, and which is being suc- 
cessfully continued along the lines 
which he planned, differs from other 


absolutely free, the city meeting the 
entire expense of maintenance. It 
seeks to bring within the school year 
the cultural influences which but for 
these lectures would be inaccessible to 
many. “To justify by the wise use 
‘** of time the shortening of the hours 
** of labor,’” was one of Dr. Lzrr- 
zIGER’s slogans. Another was: ‘‘ Edu- 
cation must extend through life.’’ 

He not only gave nearly thirty years 
to this pioneer work, but left a be- 
quest at his death for lectures in this 
continuing institution, and this, by 
added gifts of his family, has been 
made a memorial public lectureship, 
the first lecture of which is to be given 
at Town Hall tonight by James M. 
Becx. Notable as this monument to 
Dr. Letrpzicer is, the city can even 
more  beneficently lengthen this 
shadow of a man by making appro- 
priations adequate to carrying on more 
widely and effectively this great 
undertaking in adult education.

THE PATERSON CONFERENCE 
PLAN. 

In principle how does the industrial 
relations conference plan to bring | | 
peace and stability to the Paterson silk 
industry differ from the Pennsyl- 
Vania Railroad’s reviewing .commit- 
tee’s office to settle amicably by joint 
conference questions at issue between 
the engine and train service men and 
the company? In announcing the plan 
the railroad said: 

The employés have accorded full rec- 
ognition to the principle that all labor 
differences ought to be, and are, capa- 
ble of peaceful and rational adjust- 
ment, On its part the: management 
has, for the first time in the history 
of American railroads, given affirm- 
ative recognition to the right of. em- 
ployés to participate, on equal: terms 
with the management, in decisions af- 
fecting their welfare and working con- 
ditions. 

Paterson is to put into operation the 
democratic idea of solving labor prob- 
lems in its silk mills. This idea is 
functioning in the coal-mining and 
glass and other industries, but not al- 
ways satisfactorily, because conditions 
and reservations are imposed that 
cause a breakdown of the system in 
emergencies. Neither side fully trusts 
the other. In the stove-making busil- 
ness, which was formerly racked by 
periodical disputes, there has been 
peace aince 1891, when the Stove 
Founders’ National. Defense Associa- 
tion and the International Molders’ 
Union got together and decided: “ We 
“ will provide a method by which we 
may settle our family differences 
“ ourselves. If we can’t settle them, 
* nobody can.” A committee of twelve 
was formed, six representatives from 
each organization, to meet once a year 
to agree upon terms of employment, 
shop rules and regulations. Should 
there be differences they were to be 
settled by a majority vote. There have 
been occasions when the representa- 
tives of the employés, admitting that a 
decision was right and desirable, asked 
for time to educate the workers to ac- 
cept it. For instance, the ratio of ap- 
prentices to journeymen, one to eight, 
was not changed until the molders had 
asked for indulgence two years in suc- 
cession. Then the matter was adjusted 
by a referendum. Later the employ- 
ers yielded on an issue of Wages when 
néw molding machines were installed. 

Until full details of ‘the Paterson 
conference plan are available judg- 
meht cannot be passed upon it. A 
first report says there is to be 
no decision on —28 ‘questions 
by voting. The purpose is said to be 
to “ bring about an intensive discus- 
‘* sion of .all the points or subjects 
“properly coming before the confer- 

“ence in as clear and straightforwafd 
“ @ way as possible, without unneces- 
“sary heat or passion and without 
‘* discrimination.” The facts. having 
been assembled, public opinion is ex- 
pected to indicate the just decision.

. Even if a professor of psychology 
and psychoanalyst says “ there is, no 
** question that women are mere volu- 
** ble than men,’’ it is permitted to 
doubt it. He repeats an ancient 
superstition or easy maaculine jest, 
at best only a hypothesis. The facts 
seem to be that thére has been an 
immemorial sex war, each party re- 

solved to do all the talking. His su- 
perlor mecomplishments with the club 
enabled man to get the better of the 
fight for a time. As the antique 
means of persuasion got out of fash- 
fon, man, petty man, has avenged 
himself by ascribing a superior loquac- 
ity to. women. 
_-How do we know that women are 
more voluble than men? Is it possible 
to be more voluble than men? Out- 
side, , and perhaps even inside, the 
small world of persons interested in 
ideas and in conversation as a fine art, 
people talk mostly as a means of ex- 
pressing their' ego. Nobody greatly 
values anybody’s taik but his own. 
See what a reputation the “* good lis- 
tener *’ has acquired. Hisyarity shows 
what an overwhelming flood of chat- 
ter rolls and surges about him. It is 
only too probable that he doesn’t de- 
serve the credit to which he has risen. 
He wants to talk, but he can’t or he 
is too lazy. The output of words in 
feminine conversations or monologues, 
where men are not present, they have 
no means of estimating save from a 
perhaps satirical feminine report. The 
male volubility is known to man. It 
is boundless, incredible. At this mo- 
ment probably 10,000,000 men are 
talking about their ‘* cars or their 
radio outfits and the aclievements of 
their ‘‘ kids ’’ therewith. The people 
they are imposing their speech upon 
are all impatient, eager to resume 
their own. The streets of New York 
are full of persons talking to them- 
selves.

The ac- 
tive, aggressive man prates about his 
struggle a good deal more than he 
struggies. Then, the bright lexicon 
of women hasn’t so many words in it, 
Dr. BRILL says, as that of men. She 
pumps more easily her limited reser- 
voir. If this be so, it spares the world 
from feminine specimens of such mon- 
strous, insatiable jaw-wagging as 
MacautaY. In the introduction to an 
amusing book of reminiscences by Mr. 
Epwarp Srumons, as brilliant a 
talker as he is distinguished an 
artist, Mr. Oxrvern Herrorp attributes 
to him this answer to a Boston lady 
who had apologized for interrupting 
him at a dinner table where he was 
holding forth:

LONDON, Dec. 28 (Associated Press). 
—An important article,. supposedly re- 
flecting in a broad way the views held 
by the British Government, is contrib- 
uted to the current week’s issue of The 
Spectator by its editer, John St, Loe 
Strachy.. Under the caption ‘‘ An Ap- 
peal to America ’”’ the editor propounds 
a plan for world settlement under three 
headings as follows: 

First—Get Great Britain’s debt to 
America funded. 

Second—Ask America to assist in as- 
certaining the amount of reparations 
Germany is able to pay and Induce 
France to accept that sum by undertak- 
ing to co-operate in the defense of 
France against German aggression. 

Third—America and Dngland then to 
inaugurate some system of international 
legal tender, permitting resumption of 
international exchange on a sound basis.
